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Feeding for Advanced Registry Records 


HE making of large records of 
T production is looked upon _ by 

many persons as an art of 
manipulating the animal which can be 
attained only by a very few men. This 
is true just in so far as it is true that 
it is an art for a mechanic to turn out 
a maximum amount of work by skillful 
manipulation of a delicate machine. On the other hand a 
man who is a careful observer, a good caretaker, and who 
has had sufficient practice, should be able to obtain good 
results. In order to make high records the most skillful 
feeder must have good cows with which to work and a 
good selection of superior feed for their consumption. 

Fitting Cows For Test 

The universal practice in preparation for short-time 
records and a quite general practice in preparation for long- 
time records is to fit the cows for the test. By fitting is 
meant the conditioning of the animal by rest and fattening 
so that she will be able to produce at a maximum by using 
her stored up energy for milk production. Another aim is 
to have the cow strong and healthy at calving time. In 
making short-time records it is customary to have the 
animal very fat. It is expected that fat cows will for a 
short time test higher than cows thin in flesh and thus 
make a higher butterfat record. Perhaps half of the animals 
fail to respond to this treatment, however. In any case 
fitting seems to aid production and high producers usually 
tend to become thin in flesh soon after they begin their 
lactation period. Thus it would seem that fitting aids the 
long-time record as well as the short-time record although 
probably to a lesser extent. 

In fitting, the cows are usually dried off three or four 
months before calving and are fed a very liberal ration. 
The ration should consist of some good grain mixture to- 
gether with pasture or hay and silage. It is quite common 
to feed a small amount of beet pulp also. Three to four 
pounds of dry beet pulp moistened with three to four times 
its weight of water would be a usual amount. The beet pulp 
helps to keep the cow in a laxative and generally good 
condition. Beets are just as valuable for this purpose but 
they are rarely fed because few men have a very large 
quantity of beets and they would rather feed them when the 
cOWs are on test. 

The amount of grain mixture fed will vary with the size 
and condition of the animal. At this time, cows will eat 
from ten to twenty-four pounds each day. The grain mixture 
is usually light, palatable, and not very high in protein. 
Such a grain mixture which has been widely used with 
g00d results follows: 

Fitting ration: 

100 pounds wheat bran. 

100 pounds ground oats 

100 pounds hominy. 

100 pounds linseed oilmeal (old process) 

Many feeders have used cornmeal instead of the hominy 
in the ration with good results. The cornmeal, if used, 
should be fed with care or discarded entirely just before 
calving time.

One very important factor which 
ALLEN is often overlooked not only in fitting 
but in the general care of animals, is 
the water supply. The cow should 
have free access at all times to all 
the good, clean water she will drink. 
If this is impossible she should be 
watered at least three or four times 
daily and should at no time be con.pelled to drink very 
cold water 
The question arises as to the danger of udder troubles, 
difficult parturition and milk fever due to the animal’s be- 
ing fat. If the cow is kept laxative but little fear need be 
entertained from the first two causes and rarely from the 
third. Cows can usually be kept in a laxative condition 
by the use of linseed oilmeal and succulent foods. It may 
be necessary in rare cases to use a purgative, especially if 
succulent foods are not available. 


Care at Calving Time 


A week or ten days before the cow is due to freshen, 
the grain ration should be reduced and she should be 
-placed in dry, well ventilated quarters.If she is to occupy 
a box stall during the test she should be placed there at 
this time. Cows are usually kept in box stalls while 
making short-time records but this is not so commonly 
done for iong-time records. 

As the cow approaches calving time she should be care- 
fully watched. It is particularly necessary at this time that 
she have plenty of water and be kept laxative. No fear need 
be entertained for swollen and caked udders so long as 
these conditions prevail and so long as the udder does 
not contain hard feverish spots. 

If such hard feverish spots do occur they should be 
reduced by rubbing with warm water. Grease may be 
applied to keep the udder from irritation while it is being 
massaged. Patent preparations may be obtained for this 
purpose and many of them are good but it should be 
remembered that the massage is the valuable part of the 
treatment and not the grease. Caked and swollen udders 


are not usually dangerous so long as all the quarters milk 
freely. 

Milk fever is a disease which often aliects the best 
cows after calving. Formerly there were many fatalities due 
to milk fever but the modern method 0! (reatment, by 
distending the udder with air, ha= practically eliminated 
loss from this cause. It is cor ought that milk 


fever may be avoided by leavi! r distended with 
milk for two or three days Ci ;, when the danger 
from milk fever is usually rit t, however, to milk 
the cow a little at frequ ont iter s, two or three times 
daily, during this time in order to be sure that all the 
quarters are milking ‘) ee!) 

A common mistai« is t¢ try to feed the cow too much 
just after calving she should be fed light laxative foods 
for three or four days and these in limited amounts. After 
three or four days, if she has a good appetite, the ration

The greater its development the 
greater willbethe problems which it 
must solve. These problems should not 
be left for the officers to work out 
alone; they should command the best 
thought and the best service of every 
member. 
The Whirlwind Campaign 

The greatest undertaking of the as- 
sociation thus far was the Whirlwind 
Campaign put over last fall and which 
secured a membership of 1,500. This 
enabled us to secure funds to employ a 
field secretary and thus realize one of 
the dreams in which we have been in- 
dulging for these many years. As a re- 
tiring officer it would be out of place 
for me to outline the work of the coming 
year for either the association or its sec- 
retary, but I can assure you that in Mr. 
L. L. Oldham we have a man who is 
competent to put this thing over. He 
needs and wants the co-operation of 
every member of the state association. 

We have over 4,000 breeders of pure 
bred Holsteins in the state and we 
should not rest content till each one is enrolled as a mem- 
ber of both the state and national associations. For, after 
all is said and done, it is the membership back of an or- 
ganization that gives it power. 

The Power of the Proxy 

I had the pleasure last June of serving you as your del- 
egate to the national convention held in Philadelphia and 
you can take it from me that it was not the men you sent 
down there to represent you but the proxies they held that 
enabled them to secure for Wisconsin the recognition she 
deserved and the second director on the board to which she 
is entitled as the second largest Holstein state in the union. 

Wisconsin breeders cannot give too much credit and 
support to our two directors—Mr. Fred Pabst and Mr. R. J. 
Schafer. I can assure you they have worked hard and car- 
ried an extra burden and did all that was possible to clear 
away the shadow cast upon our breed’s fair name this past 
year. In order to help them out it is necessary for every 
member to return his proxy card, which he will soon receive, 
to the association secretary, to be voted by our delegates at 
the national meeting to be held in St. Paul in June. 


Importance of Official Work 

One of the problems of the breeder today is official test- 
ing. You have all read the articles in our breed papers on 
the proposed reclassification of yearly work. I have always 
been an advocate of official testing but, being a farmer, 
could not go into yearly work on a four time milking way. 
I ran five cows one year on three time milking and found it 
could be done on an ordinary dairy farm without extra help 
and without interference with the other work or much 
change of hours. You can judge of my success when I say 
that I won $72 in prize money. 

Favors Three Milking Class 

If our officers see fit to re-classify and put in a three 
milking class I will run my whole herd and I am sure that 
class will start more herds on yearly work than anything 
else. As to the class proposed for two milkings, I am going 
to quote from two letters I have received from men who 
are in close touch with official work and who are in a po- 
sition to have inside information on the subject. First, I 
will offer what Supt. Gardner has to say in regard to the 
classification suggested above: “I have told both cur execu-

I do have some doubts about 
the proposed class covering cows milked 
twice a day, for I can foresee that there 
will be a lot of cows entered in that 
class that will fail to meet the require- 
ments and a big lot that will fail.” 

Quoting Mr. Gardner again: 

“My thought is that Division A should 
cover cows milked four times a day for 
a period exceeding 40 days. Division B 
should cover cows milked three or four 
times a day for a period not exceeding 
forty days and thereafter not exceeding 
three times a day. Division C should 
cover cows milked two, three or four 
times a day for a period not exceeding 
forty days and thereafter not exceeding 
twice a day. Many of the suggestions 
made by our breeders are impracticable 
for the trouble with our work at present 
is that we have too many classes al- 
ready. So I would have but one more 
long time division covering yearly work 
and including everything that was not 
ten months under the yearly division 
This class will catch any cows that fail 
to meet the calving requirements and 
so the owners will not lose their tests. 
I think the eight months test has out- 


it. I think it would be wise to retain 

the thirty day test to bear the same re- 
lation to the seven day work that the long time test has to 
the ten months division.” 

The other letter I will quote from is written by Roy T. 
Harris, who, as you all know, has charge of the official 
testing in Wisconsin. Mr. Harris says: 

“As to the proposed new classes for the farmer breed- 
er, I have been inclined to favor the plan, not so much 
because I think the breeder is handicapped under other 
rules likely to be adopted, but the fact remains that he 
thinks he is at a disadvantage. The suggested scheme 
would encourage a good many to take up yearly work who 
would otherwise feel that they could not undertake it. My 
only fear is that the rules would be made in such a way 
that breeders who could just as well run their cows as they 
are might monopolize the classes in the farmers’ division 
and take advantage of a plan that was not meant for them 
at all. There has not yet been devised a plan either for 
cow testing or taxation that will remove the advantage the 
big man has over the little one. For the reason mentioned 
above I think the plan worth trying out. With the labor sit- 
uation as it is, there is hardly any possibility that all the 
seven-day work can be handled in such a way that all of 
the breeders will be able to get supervisors when they 
want them, or be able to keep them as long as they like 
We are raising the pay of supervisors 50 cents a day but 
even if we made more and considerable increase in pay, 
conditions must settle before we can get enough men whom 
we can depend on to take care of seven-day work which 
nearly all comes in the winter. If seven-day testing would 
all be confined to the three winter months it would not be 
so bad for during that time we can get young men who are 
needed at home during the summer. The calls come Ir- 
regularly, going up and down, according to the time the 
cows freshen and the condition of the weather. The 
breeders do the best they can and we try to provide for 
them as well as possible, but there are not enough extra 
men available for temporary work who are reliable enough 
to be trusted with supervision of the tests for Advanced 
Registry. We can get a few such men occasionally for 
temporary work between jobs, but the only way to be sure 
of them is to give them steady employment for the year 
which we cannot do in seven-day work. Indications are

This 
has been proven again and again in this, as well as in older 
countries. Surely here in the great midwest, where the 
grains and roughage used by the dairy cow, grow in such 
abundance, we have not reached our highest degree of 
thrift and efficiency as long as we are content to sell these 
grains and roughages as such, to be fed to dairy cows in the 
eastern states or in foreign countries. It should be our aim 
as good business men to use every effort to have these 
feeds converted here in the midwest, into high-priced con- 
centrate finished articles, such as condensed milk, butter 
and cheese, all of which are readily marketable in their 
concentrate form. 

“The farmer of the midwest then should realize more 
fully the importance of dairying in improving the product- 
ivity of the soil of his country, in increasing the food supply 
for an ever-growing population, and in yielding returns, if 
properly conducted, second to no other branch of agricul- 
ture.” 

He said, “Scientific boosting of the merits of dairy pro- 
ducts is going to call for an increase of several million cows 
to supply this demand” He also predicted that the enforce- 
ment of prohibition will easily double the consumption of 
ice cream and this will call for the product of at least 
another million cows to supply this new demand. He how- 
ever warned the good dairy people of Kansas and adjoining 
states that if they desire the people in the city to have 100 
per cent faith in the propaganda carried on by our dairy 
departments and other agencies relative to more extensive 
use of dairy products, the farmer must cease buying “Oleo” 
and other imitation products for his own home. Practices of 
this kind are bound to reach the ears of the city people and 
if continued will have a very serious reaction. Let us all 
put our shoulders to the wheel and _ practice what we 
preach. 

He called attention to the desirability of much more 
extensive publicity for the merits of dairy products. He 
stated that at the present time most Americans know little 
of the real merits of cheese as shown by the fact that while 
Denmark and England are consuming about twelve pounds 
per capita, the United States is using less than four pounds 
per capita. Regarding the consumption of butter Australia 
is using 26 pounds per capita and the United States 17 lbs. 
He urged that in so far as possible the new dairy sections 
of the west start with as few mistakes as possible, and in- 
stead of all the breeds being represented in each locality, 
he urged that the community center their energies on one 
breed and on the same family as far as possii.c. By doing 
this they can take advantage of joint advertising and can 
attract buyers from a distance—who are only interested in 
going to lecalities where they can quickly and easily get 
car-load lots of what they want. He concluded with the 
following tribute “The Cow and the Man”. 


“The Cow And The Man” 


Many beautiful and glowing tributes have been paid to 
the cow, all of which, I’m sure, she richly deserves. 

The late Hon. H. C. Adams of Wisconsin has paid 
tribute to her something like this: “She is the one thing 
that man can always get something out of. She is one of 
the few stock concerns in the country that the bond-holders 
have little chance to milk. She runs a business college and 
teaches men how to keep accounts and figure profit and 
loss. She is the symbol of contentment, the one thing 
needful in American life. She is life to countless children 
stranded on the barren bosoms of an unfortunate modern 
motherhood.” 

This paragraph from the pen of Frank O. Lowden, 
Governor of Illinois, and a dairyman: “The cow is a most 
wonderful laboratory. She takes the grasses of the pasture, 
and the roughage of the field and converts them into the 
most perfect food for man. Men have sought for centuries 
the fabled ‘Fountain of Youth.’ The nearest approach to 
that fountain which has yet been discovered is the udder 


the cup of milk waiting at baby’s 
chair, I’d take the cream, the cheese, the butter, the 
custard pie, the cream biscuit, the smoking roast of beef, 
and leave you a meal of potatoes, beet pickles and tooth- 
picks. It’s the selfsame cow that made the great western 
plains to blossom like a rose and were it not for her, they 
would revert to the Indian from whence they came. None 
others like the cow! There is not a thing from nose to 
tail that is not utilized for the use of man.” 

So we might run on in glowing eulogy of what this 
noble animal is doing and has done for man. But then 
perhaps, man too, should have some credit for the wonder- 
ful performance of this foster mother of his. 

The first dairyman no doubt discovered by accident his 
occupation. But to the dairyman of modern time, his busi- 
ness has been one of stern realities. Achievements have 
come as results of visualization and foresight, scientific 
knowledge, patience, skill, perseverance and plenty of hard 
work, as well as some disappointments mixed in all along 
the years. But the cow has been faithful. The transformation 
has been worth all the years of man’s work, from a cow 
whose annual supply of milk was only sufficient to raise her 
calf for three months or (average 1 gallon per day) enough 
to feed one baby for one year. We have achieved the 
wonderful animal who stands at the top of the scale of 
production with a record of over 33,000 pounds—enough to 
feed forty-one babies for a year—and let her owner have 
his fill of milk himself whenever he pleases. And between 
these extremes there are thousands of cows who in the 
hands of skillful, intelligent, practical dairymen are compel- 
led to make ascending records year by year or make way 
for the cow that can. This climb of the cow from the 
bottom to the top of the ladder of fame has been achieved 
largely through the application of scientific principles as 
soon as it had been shown that she had possibilities of 
future advancement. 

Men have delved into the secrets of animal breeding, of 
feeding, of sanitation, of hygiene and animal physiology to 
‘find how to get the cow to produce more—yes,—whole 
schools of instruction and university curriculums have 
been builded around the cow and her products. Men have 
gathered in great organizations like these to try to solve 
problems or discover new ways of making the cow do 
still greater work or to divert her product to man’s 
greater betterment. In a pioneer country, it takes men of 
large vision and strong faith to pull an industry together 
to such proportions as the dairy industry has now assumed. 
To those far-visioned, great-souled leaders who have borne 
the brunt of the toil for an established dairy industry, 
many of whom have been called to their reward,—to them 
we pay tribute. To the many dairymen all over the mid- 
west who have kept faithfully in the vanguard amid many 
discouragements, we pay tribute tonight. But there are 
brighter fields ahead in these after-the-war times New

The Upton Committee Report 


HE committee appointed by President Aitken to con- 
] sider suggestions for changes in the prize list, has 
held a meeting and arrived at their recommendations 
on this subject which will be presented at the St. Paul 
— Their report makes the following recommenda- 
tions: 
1—The committee recommends that no prize money be 
awarded to cows producing milk showing an average test 
above 5 per cent fat or below 3 per cent fat, but that such 
records be given recognition in the prize list in their proper 
position. 
2—The committee recommends that the so-called special 
division for cows tested not less than eight months after 
freshening be dropped. 
3—The committee recommends that the ten-months’ 
division be subdivided into two subdivisions known as (A) 
and (B). 
Subdivision (A) to cover all cows milked three or four 
times per day for a period exceeding 45 days. 
Subdivision (B) to cover all cows milked not more than 
four times per day for a period not exceeding 45 days and 
thereafter not more than two times per day. 


Limiting Fat Percentages 


As the editor of the World served on the committee, we 
are in a position to say that the committee worked con- 
sistently toward a_ single ideal in formulating these 
regulations, and that was to make our advanced registry 
testing proposition of greater practical value to the 
breeders of Holstein cattle. They were made in recogni- 
tion of the fact that the fundamental purpose of the award- 
ing of prize money by the Holstein-friesian Association of 
America on records of production, has been to encourage 
the development and progress of the breed in the belief 
that abnormally high or abnormally low fat tests are not 
in the interests of sound development. The committee 
recommended the withholding of prize money on records 
made with an average test above 5 per cent or below 3 
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per cent. If the association officially withdraws its 
approval from such records there will be a disposition on 
the part of the breeding public to keep away from the 
extreme in either direction, which, in our judgment will 
result in lasting benefit to the breed. We do not believe 
the fact can be denied that much damage to the breed, 
particularly in new sections and in the hands of beginners, 
has resulted when the offspring of some of our cows with 
5 per cent and 6 per cent tests have been developed in 
their hands under everyday conditions. They expected 
they were getting animals that were bred along lines that 
would produce milk testing 5 per cent or 6 per cent, but 
if that was what they wanted, they should have been keep- 
ing some other breed. It is not that characteristic that has 
placed the Holstein cow in her present outstanding position 
of leadership, and if we can discourage any tendency to 
make her appear something which she is not, we will be 
taking a step in the right direction. 


Dropping The “8Months-After-Calving” Test 


Concerning the second recommendation that the special 
division for cows tested not less than eight months after 
freshening, be dropped, we believe there will be little 
argument as this division has outlived its usefulness. A 
study of the records discloses the fact that a very great 
proportion, in fact, practically all of the animals winning 
prize money in the eight‘months-after-calving division, 
are on long-time test, which is perfectly logical as the cows 
that are given a chance on long-time test are about the 
only ones that are in a position to come back real strong 
eight months after calving. As the fundamental purpose in 
establishing the eight-months-after-calving division was to 
provide breeders making short-time tests with the means 
of showing the staying quality of their animals, it has now 
become unnecessary in view of the opportunities afforded by 
the ten-months’ and yearly semi-official test. Therefore, 
although at least two members of the committee are among 
the most prominent winners and have made outstanding 
showings in the eight-months-after-calving division, the 
vote in favor of dropping it was unanimous, it being felt 
that the prize money awarded in this division could be 
spent elsewhere to better advantage. 


The “Dairymen’s” Class 


The third recommendation embodies the purpose for 
which the committee was originally appointed, and that 
was in relation to reclassifying the long-time test divisions 
in some way so that the small breeder who feels unable 
to carry his cows through the year at three or four milk- 
ings a day, may have a special classification wherein he 
will compete only with other breeders who carry on their 
tests under comparable conditions. That is to say, a 
dairymen’s class that is limited as to the number of times 
a day that cows may be milked. The committee recom- 
mended that the ten-months’ division be divided into two 
classes, or subdivisions, one of which is to include all cows 
milked three or four times per day for a period exceeding 
45 days, and the other, subdivision (B), which includes 
all cows that, after the 45th day, are milked not more than 
two times per day. The recommendation was drawn in 
this way so that breeders who wished to put their cows on 
a short-time official test for seven or 30 days, could do so, 
giving them an opportunity to show at their best with 
four-times a day milking, and then carry them through 
the flush of production on three milkings per day, getting 
them down to regular twice a day milking within 45 days 
from the commencement of the test. Good dairy practice 
demands the milking of heavy producers at least three 
times per day for a time at the start, and this regulation 
as drawn, would permit such cows to be entered in the 
class (B), or dairymen’s division, if dropped to two milkings 
a day at the 46th day. It was thought advisable to leave 
out a middle class which would allow three milkings a day 
throughout the year as it was felt by the committee that 
a breeder who would be able to carry on a test throughout 
the year, milking three times a day, could, if he wished to 
do so, milk four times per day during such a period of time 
as that procedure would add to the production of his cows. 
It is the experience of a good many breeders that three- 
times-a-day milking is practically or fully as confining as 
four times a day, and that the breeder who could arrange 
his work to milk his cows three times a day throughout 
the year is in a position to make records that, so far as the 
conditions are concerned, do not need to be set apart in a 
sreec‘al classification. It must be realized that everv time 
a new subdivision or class is added, the work of taking care 
of the prize list is increased thereby to an appreciable 
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extent, and that we already have far more classes and 
subdivisions in our prize list than any other breed. 


Class (B) A Training School 


in recommending the dairymen’s class, the committee 
recognizes the fact thai the Association perhaps ought not 
to offer inducement to the breeders of Holsteins to give 
their cows anything less than the best opportunity they 
are able to provide to show what they can do, and that 
in some cases breeders may cut their cows down to two 
milkings per day when they should be carried on at least 
three milkings. On the other hand, it was felt that the 
addition of such a class would serve, and perhaps should 
be looked upon, more as a development for the breeders 
than for the cow. The addition of this class should work 
out so that a great many breeders who have never done 
any testing will take up long distance work, and it is felt 
that once they get started and see the results that follow, 
they will themselves develop to a point where they will be 
satisfied with giving their cows nothing less than the best 
opportunity possible to demonstrate their producing ability. 
It is also undoubtedly true that under present abnormal 
labor conditions, many breeders who are absolutely “sold” 
on the long-time test idea, but who have been unwilling to 
compete with animals milked three and four times a day, 
and who have not felt able to undertake the work to that 
extent themselves, will enter large numbers of animals. The 
reclassification was extended to cover only the ten-months’ 
division because it was felt that this ten-months’ test with 
its calving requirements was the practical test for the 
dairyman to make, and the small proportion of cows that 
might fail to conceive in time to qualify, would still be 
included in the 365-day division which has no calving 
requirements, so that the breeder would not lose credit for 
his test. But it was not felt that the number of animals 
that would run over into the full year division in class (B) 
would be sufficient to warrant adding another prize division 
with the added drain on the treasury and expense of clerical 
work in the superintendent’s office to care for it. 

From the temper and tone of the numerous letters that 
have been received by the World, we believe that this form 
of classification will meet with a hearty response from the 
breeders. We believe, in fact, that its inauguration would 
result in an enormous increase in the number of Holstein- 
Friesian cows given semi-official long-time records, be- 
cause it would appeal to these men that they could get their 
cows entered in the Advanced Register with authentic rec- 
ords of long-time production at no more labor and but little 
more expense than would follow their joining a cow testing 
association. 

We believe this development would change the con- 
dition shown by the preliminary census report that 86 
per cent of the breeders reporting found the sale of dairy 
products more profitable than the sale of the increase of 
their herds. We believe that the production of our Hol- 
stein herds would be increased through better care follow- 
ing entry of a bunch of cows on semi-official test, but that 
these same small breeders would find a profitable market 
for their surplus animals, particularly their bulls of medium 
quality, for dairymen would quickly see the possibilities 
of improving their herds of 6000-lb. producers’ through 
using a son of a 12,000-lb., or 15,000-lb. cow, particularly if 
they knew the record represented regular practical dairy 
production. We believe, therefore, that this measure has 
wonderful possibilities for the future of the breed, not only 
for the development of the Holstein cow herself, but in 
making new friends, extending the market for our cattle, 
and in replacing the scrub bull with a pure bred Holstein. 


A Big Problem to be Worked Out 


HE Holstein-Friesian industry is passing through an 
T important phase in its development, and that is the 

phase of more complete organization. We have long 
had county clubs and state associations, but antil a com- 
paratively recent time their accomplishments have been 
largely of a social nature, i. e—they have se.ved as a 
medium for bringing together the breeders and getting 
them acquainted with each other, and that is a not unim- 
portant function of our Holstein organizat.ons. These 
organizations, however, are now adding to their responsi- 
bilities and are endeavoring to place themselves in a 
position where they can render more practical service to 
their membership, and that brings us to a problem which 
must be worked out satisfactorily if our organization work 
is to continue and get results. We refer fo the problem 
of the right relation or basis for action between the county 
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and state clubs and between the state clubs and the 
National Association. Some of these considerations, as 
they relate particularly to the local clubs anda state associa- 
tions, are discussed ably by Secretary Zimmer of the New 
York Association in this issue. We invite further dis- 
cussion along this same line, as it is a subject of the high- 
est importance to the industry, and it is imperative that 
we work it out on a basis that will be sound and right and 
that will permit the highest development of the activities 
of all of our Holstein organizations. 


New York Association Takes Constructive 


Action 


HE action of the New York Holstein-Friesian Associa- 
I tion in relation to the accredited herd work, is deserv- 
ing of the highest commendation. We refer to the 
resolution adopted at the recent conference of the directors 
of the New York Holstein-Friesian Association, with 
representatives of the different local and county clubs in 
the state, composing the Advisory Council, wherein it was 
decided that after January 1, 1922, direct sales assistance 
by the association should be confined to herds that were 
under federal supervision under the accredited herd plan. 
or should have made application for same, and that until 
that date, all animals sold through the good offices of the 
State Association, should be subject to a 60 or 90-day retest 
by the purchaser. In other words, the breeders who sell 
cattle through the New York Holstein-Friesian Association 
are going to stand back of them absolutely and deliver 
satisfaction to the men who buy them. In taking this 
strong and advanced position, the. men in whose charge 
lie the destinies of the New York Holstein-Friesian Associa- 
tion, have taken a step that is bound to mean a great many 
dollars to breeders of Holsteins within the Empire state. 
Other state organizations might well adopt a similar pro- 
ject to work for. In fact, some of them already have, 
notably Minnesota, which, in view of the conditions that 
prevail in that state, has been able to go even farther in 
drafting regulations along this same line. Perhaps some 
of the other state organizations have done likewise and if 
so, we would be glad to have them tell us about it. 


The Cabana Action 


CCORDING to present indications, there will be no

Oliver Cabana, Jr., has brought against the Holstein- 
Friesian Association of America, and it seems likely that 
the case will come up for trial as scheduled on May 3. The

times throughout the State. The State Associaion can get 
behind these sales and give them much prestige, provided, 
however, that the sales are of such character that the 
State Association at large can afford to risk the reputation 
of the members thereof. The various county sales, on the 
other hand, can be of great help to the parent organization 
by being the connecting thread between the breeders of 
the State and their Association. 

A show herd of from 20 to 25 animals, selected with 
special reference to their fitness as representative Wiscon 
sin Holsteins, should be shown at our own State Fair, and 
at as many other fairs as is possible with the funds at 
hand. 

We should have some kind of a chain of summer pic- 
nics, put on by the various county organizations. It woulda 
be my thought that the Board of Directors might tour the 
state and meet as many breeders as possible, and thereby 
promote the spirit that should exist between this big or- 
ganization and its members. If the State Association ar- 
ranged the itinerary, it would then be possible to get into 
a great many counties, bringing some outside talent, who 
would have an inspiring message, which would stimulate 
the enthusiasm throughout our state. 

We should promote the popularity of the breed by work- 
ing with the various county organizations in putting on a 
“Holstein Day” at the various County Fairs. We might 
have at these fairs, a booth, and we certainly should have 
a strong showing of Holsteins in the various classes, and 
in addition a strong showing in the boys and girls clubs 
and contests, with respect to our own breed. Perhaps the 
State Association would be in a position to contribute a cup 
or a cash prize so that a little stimulation might be given 
to the efforts of the county and fair organization. 

The Year Book idea originated by Mr. Chris. Schroeder, 
is a good idea. From what I learn it has been a very great 
success both financially and otherwise, and the secretary 
should be charged with the responsibility of getting out 
such a book each year. 

It is impossible to enumerate to a great extent at this 
time, the things that can be done. The thought uppermost 
in mind, is to increase the popularity of the breed within our 
own state, and to nationalize Wisconsin Holsteins. Every 
effort with publicity, advertising and co-operative action, 
should be utilized and all those things done, that possibly 
can be done to bring about this desirable end. 

Now, my friends, it is not for me to say at any greater 
length, of the things which should be done. I have not been 
in position long enough to sense all of the things needed. 
However, I am here with open ears and an open mind, and 
it shall be my aim as well as my duty to carry into execu- 
tion, the things which this meeting points out as being 
necessary and desirable.

ASHTABULA CO. CLUB ADOPTS RESOLUTIONS 


The following resolutions on testing were adopted by 
the Ashtabula County Holstein-Friesian Association, Ohio. 

Whereas, We consider it necessary to promote the best 
interest of the Holstein-Friesian breed of dairy cattle to 
adopt less expensive, less laborious and more practical 
methods of determining the milk and butter capacity of a 
cow, and 

Whereas, We do not wish to decry the 7-day test as it 
has given popularity to the Holstein breed; nevertheless 
we appreciate the abnormal condition of the animal under 
which this test is usually made, and that it does not prove 
that a cow that produces a large amount in 7 days is the 
most profitable cow, or will produce well for a long period; 
therefore, 

Be it resolved, That the Ashtabula County Holstein- 
Friesian Association favor establishing an inexpensive test 
carried over a normal lactation period of 305 days; possi- 
bly, under certain conditions, to be carried on for a year. 
Test to be made two days each month, not necessarily with 
a preliminary dry milking each time, the previous day for 
which the breeder is now obliged to pay. That only two 
milkings, 12 hours apart, in every 24 be allowed; and cow 
be required to carry calf same number of days as is now 
required in present 305-day test. 

Be it further resolved, That we favor the Holstein-Frie- 
sian Association of America recognize the cow testing as- 
sociation work, provided they conform to the above rules 
and supervisors meet with certain definite requirements. 

Be it further resolved, That we favor the elimination of 
certain classes for testing; and substitute therefor three 
classes, which may be known as A. B. and C. A. in which 4 
milkings in every 24 hours are allowed, B. in which 3 milk- 
ings in every 24 hours are allowed, and C. in which 2 milk- 
ings in every 24 hours are allowed. With the privilege, 
where a cow is tested in class C. for example, of allowing 
3 or 4 milkings per day, for a period of 37 days after fresh- 
ening, in which to make a 7-day record and to gradually 
adapt cow to be milked twice a day for the longer test. 
However, where cow is milked more than the number of 
times per day allowed in class placed for longer test, dur- 
ing these 37 days, a *efinite proportionate discount shall be 
agreed upon an? made ‘or this 37-day period.

Another resolution adopted recommended that 
the fat requirement for entry to advanced registry in 7-day 
work be raised to 16 Ibs. for mature animals and other 
classes in proportion, and that the time for starting 7-day 
records be the 15th day from calving instead of the 7th day 
as at present. 

This committee also recommended that the constitution 
be amended so as to make members of the County As. 
sociation also members of the State Association. Ap 
amendment was presented and carried and provided an in. 
crease of membership fees to cover the fees to the State 
Association. 

The committee on the question of a County Bang Farm 
reported that it seemed impossible at this time to make 
satisfactory arrangements with the State Authorities to 
warrant the establishment of such a farm. 

Three new applications for membership were received 
and accepted with eight others previously received. 

The Secretary’s report was read and a motion carried 
that it be published in both County papers. A good gain 
in membership and in finances was shown.

I have been very much interested 
in the discussion in your _ paper 
regarding the proper test for Holstein- 
Friesians. 

I always wonder why men persist 
in judging cows by the amount of 
butter fat they can make her yield 
in seven days, when every practical 
dairyman and dairy farmer keeps them 
for the milk they will give in a year 
and cares nothing for test so long as 
it is above the legal standard. 

The Upton plan comes the nearest 
to a real practical measure by which 
to really judge or truly measure the 
commercial value of a cow, of any 
thing yet proposed. I hope such a 
plan will be adopted and made_ so 
that such records can be made in cow 
testing associations or in_ special 
associations which would hire one 
tester for part or all of his time. I 
feel it is the only real and practical 
plan for the little breeder on the hill 
and in the valley with his six or eight 


or a dozen cows. What would the 
Holstein business amount to without 
us. It would be a mere. source of 


recreation to the rich. 

A number of suggestions have been 
made as to what to allow in milking 
three times a day under the Upton 
plan. Why not leave it to the cow, 
allowing her to be milked three times 
a day so long as she does not fail for 
three successive days to milk 65 Ibs.

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How The Cole Scandal Looks To Me 


terest the many editorials of the 

yarious papers and_ expressions 
from those who seemed to be deeply 
interested regarding the Charles Cole 
episode. I had thought that I never 
would comment upon the subject on 
account of the fact that I happen to be 
the owner of two bulls whose dams’ 
records were made by this unscrup- 
ulous man who has been given the 
credit of being a wizard at making 
records. 

| am wondering if we are giving the 
Holstein cow the credit that she is en- 
titled to when we tolerate the propa- 
ganda and undue publicity of this af- 
fair that has been given to the public 
for consideration. From the best evi- 
dence that I can get there is nothing 
but circumstalitial evidence to show 
that there was ever any irregularity 
in Mr. Cole’s records made at Pine 
Grove Farms excepting his own state- 
ments. Those who are thoroughly 
familiar with the opportunities 
that were provided at Pine Grove 
Farms for the development of 
our breed cannot help but ap- 
preciate that the accom plish- 
ments achieved there in proportion to 
the number of animals tested were no 
greater than the things achieved by 
many other breeders. 

I don’t want anyone to think for one 
minute that I am upholding Charles 
Cole, for I am not, I am just defending 
the Holstein cow, and there are a 
good many thoughts come to my mind. 

The frank statements I make will 
doubtless meet with some disfavor, 
but I am making these statements 
with the thought in mind that “He 
who has no enemies is not worthy of 
friends.” 

I am honest in my conviction that 
the committee should have jealously 
guarded the Cole confession from the 
public until it had proven beyond the 
shadow of a doubt that his statements 
were true. It seems to me that it 
would have been time enough to admit 
that we had such characters in our 
association when he was_ proven 
guilty. 

When I realize that there are fifty 
40-lb. cows and that they were made 
by 25 different men and all approved 
by our worthy agricultural depart- 
ments, and that some of our greatest 
40-lb. records were made by small 
breeders, I am forced to believe that 
our Executive Committee (who are all 
good friends of mine), acted very un- 
wisely when they allowed, or, rather, 
requested the first statement of Mr. 
Cole to be published before they had 
sufficient evidence that would prove 
him guilty other than his own state- 
ments, which he himself has since re- 
pudiated. 

My honest opinion is that the 
Executive Committee deliberately re- 
commended that this propaganda be 
spread to the four winds for the sole

purpose of discrediting the value of 
the seven-day records that have been 
made by our wonderful Holstein cows. 
I personally heard the Chairman of the 
Executive Committee say that he 
didn’t believe that there was ever a 
40-lb. record made honestly. This 
would sound like prejudice to me, and 
it’s hard for a prejudiced man to be 
fair. 

I never could understand why our 
Committee insisted on arriving at 
their conclusions behind closed doors, 
(you know even murderers are not 
convicted behind closed doors), and 
at the same time requested the Hol- 
stein editors to make haste to cast a 
cloud upon the achievements of the 
cow that feeds them. 

I further contend that the Commit- 
tee had ulterior motives for forcing 
the propaganda to get to the public 
prematurely. IT am fully convinced 


that, that green-eved monster, jeal- 
ousy, took them into captivity and 
through them aimed a blow at the 


popularity of the seven-day record, for 
if vou will read their expressed 
opinions on the value of the seven-dav 
record in the Holstein-Friesian World 
of last March you will agree that T am 
not giving you idle gossip when I tell 
vou the majority of them favor long 
time records. 

I wonder if every little breeder 
realizes that our Executive Committee 
is composed of millionaires, near-mil- 
lionaires, or their representatives, 
who very much favor long time rec- 
ords in preference to seven-day rec- 
ords. T am very much in favor of the 
survival of the fittest. If the public 
wants seven-dav records and wishes 
to establish high prices for them 1 
think it’s unfair for our Executive 
Committee to take advantage of Mr. 
Cole’s statements to jeopardize the 
value of the seven-day records that 
have made the Holstein cow the most 
popular dairy animal in the world. 

Unless there are more breeders will- 
ing to go on record in defence of the 
validitv of short time records the 
method that has been employed in 
handling the Cole episode has in my 
iudgment cost the Holstein-Friesian 
breeders of this country millions of 
dollars. In my judgment it is of vital 
importance to circulate propaganda 
upholding the integrity of the majori- 
ty of seven-day records. I have not got 
to a point where I am yet willing to 
believe that the majority of the people 
in the Holstein cattle industry are dis- 
honest. 

I want to go on record now and con- 
gratulate our president, Mr. D. D. Ait- 
ken, on his article in the Holstein- 
Friesian World of Nov. 15th. I do not 
think it would have been necessary 
for him to come out and defend our 
breed if the Cole scandal had been 
judiciously handled by the Committee 

You must think for yourselves anc 
realize if you are an ordinary farmer 
that it is possible for vou to make 


good seven-day records profitably, but 
in all probability if you were to test 
your herd for yearly records it would- 
n’t be very long until some one else 
would own your farm. Tell me why 
you should buy a bull with a yearly 
record when the expense of develop- 
ing his daughters via the yearly rec- 
ord route would eat up your farm. 

We might just as well begin to look 
this subject squarely in the face and 
deal with the facts according to their 
merits. It is an utter impossibility for 
the average farmer to make yearly 
records that are of any particular con- 
sequence, because he has for his com- 
petition millionaires who do not need 
to depend upon results to stay in 
business, and the herdsmen capable of 
making creditable yearly records are 
commanding salaries of from $4000 to 
$6000 per year. 

On the other hand, it is not difficult 
to find many a practical farmer who 
has made himself independent by his 
ability to make good seven-day rec- 
ords. The Holstein cow will pay the 
mortgage off from the farm if she has 
an opportunity, by the route of the 
seven-day record. 

Last year there were 1722 Holstein- 


Friesian breeders who tested 8619 
cows, and there were only 703 cows 
on long time test. One can _ very 


readily see that these long time rec- 
ords were being financed principally 
by millionaires, and as far as I am 
concerned I am very glad that they 
are willing to freely spend _ their 
money to prove that all the Holstein- 
Friesian cow needs to maintain her 
leadership in yearly work as well as 
in short time work is a good bankroll 
There is absolutely no use of dodging 
the issue. I am firm in my belief that 
the worst thing that could happen to 
the Holstein industry would be the 
elimination of the short time tests. 
Those of you who are prejudiced 
probably think I am writing this ar- 
ticle because the Cole scandal has 
hurt my cattle business. Well it has, 
but even though it has ruined it, as a 
whole I still have faith in the integrity 


of the breeders of our noble Black 
and White cattle, and I feel I should

that next year will be a semi-official 
year and that breeders will have to be 
content with about the same amount 
of seven-day work as has been done 
this season. If the demand for the 
tests keeps up we shall enlarge the de- 


partment to 90 or 100 men and add 
more equipment, but, so far as we can 
now judge, this is as far as we can go. 
It seems to me that it would be a good 
thing for your association to appoint a 
committee to study the subject of test- 
ing and help devise some means for se- 


curing more testers to take care of the 
rush work, especially to keep up the 
supply when we are most short of help. 
This committee might take up the 
question of supervision of tests and 
develop suggestions for keeping up the 


standard Wisconsin has maintained 
heretofore in this’ direction. The 
larger the work grows and the more 
herds we have in which testing is 
made a commercial proposition, the 


more danger we run, and we do not 
want any loophole to develop or any 
weak places to creep in anywhere.” 
Seven-Day Test Popular 

Wisconsin’s answer to the question 
as to whether or not the seven-day 
test is popular is found in the report 
submitted by Mr. Harris. This report 
shows that during the past year 2,021 
cows have been given seven-day rec- 
ords in this state. It also shows that 
62 herds with a total of 328 cows are 
on yearly test work. 


Quality Never Questioned 

The quality of our cattle has never 
been questioned for, when given an 
opportunity, they have always made 
good and a large number of families 
trace back to Wisconsin breeding. 

In my talk before you a year ago I 
urged more official testing and re- 
marked, “Who can say that Wiscon- 
sin’s first 40-pound cow will not come 
from a herd where little official work 
has been done?” 

Had I made that a prophecy it would 
have come true, for Sadie Gerben Hen- 
gerveld De Kol, owned and bred by R. 
M. Harriman, Appleton, made 40 
pounds of butter from 783 pounds of 
milk, and she was one of the first 
cows he ever tested. 

There have also been between 
twenty-five and thirty thirty-pound rec- 
ords made in Wisconsin this season 
and they have been made by breeders 
scattered all over the state. There 
are 109 cows in Wisconsin that have 
made over 30 pounds of butter in seven 
days and there are twenty cows that 
have produced over 800 pounds of fat 
and are classed as thousand pound 
cows. 

Besides official work Wisconsin has 
115 cow testing associations, more 
than one-fourth of the cow testing as- 
sociations in the United States. 

Made Great Advancement 

In looking back over the year’s 
work I should say the Holstein inter- 
ests have made great advancement 
during the past year. It is up to us 
as an association and as individuals 


not to rest on what we have done but 
to push ahead and do better things. 

I wish, to thank the officers of the 
association who have so ably and so 
faithfully stook back of the work the 
past two years. It has been a great

NORTH COUNTRY TWIN MAKING 
SPLENDID RUN 


North Country Dutchland Alice, one 
of the famous world’s record twin 
heifers at North Country Farm, Wat- 
ertown, N. Y., is still running strong 
on official test. At the iatest report, 
she had been on test 27 days and had 
made over 32 lbs. each week of that 
period, her best figures being between 
32.5 and 33 lbs. On her 26th day, she 
milked 89 Ibs. and is constantly gain- 
ing in her milk flow, so that it is rath- 
er expected that she will increase her 
butter record as well as her milk pro- 
duction. From this information it will 
be seen that North Country Dutchland 
Alice will make a very creditable 30- 
day record, in fact she will rank well 
up in her class. In this connection it 
should be remembered that North 
Country Dutchland Alice is the young- 
est heifer of the breed to make three 
records above 30 lIbs., being in fact 
the only animal of the breed to ac- 
complish that feat at less than full 
age. She is to be sold in the Minne- 
sota National Sale at St. Paul in June 
together with her twin sister, North 
Country Ladoga Alice with her 31-lb. 
4-year-old record. North Country 
Dutchland Alice, according to present 
plans, will be kept on strictly official 
test until sale time and supervisor ac- 
companying her through to the sale so 
that whoever buys her can continue 
her on strictly official for the year if 
desired. 


ROXIE 4th COMPLETES COMBINA- 
TION 


A new combination of three direct 
generations of 30-lb. cows has been 
completed in Cortland, N. Y., by Roxie 
Pauline De Kol Posch 4th, owned by 
Abbott & Clark of that city. As an- 
nounced in the World some weeks ago 
she made a record of a little over 31 
Ibs. butter from 658 lbs. milk, milking 
103 Ibs. in a day and passing the 100- 
lb. mark a number of different days. 
A remarkable feature of this record is 
the fact that it was made 3 months 
after calving and after she had re- 
tained her after-birth. 

Her dam, Roxie Pauline De Kol 
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Posch, has a record of 31.18 lbs. but- 
ter from 675.6 Ibs. milk, and as her 
daughter, Roxie De Kol Pauline made 
a record last summer of 30.27 lbs., this 
record by Roxie 4th completes the 
combination. 

“Old Roxie,” as the leader of this 
combination is called, was one of the 
foundation cows in the herd of Jabez 
Smith & Son of Newark Valley, N. Y., 
and a great deal of her blood will be 
sold in the Smith reduction sale May 
18 as well as in the Abbott & Clark 
dispersal May 14-15. She is one of 
the very few cows that have produced 
over 600 lbs. milk in a week, to have 
three 600-lb. daughters, and she has 
another younger daughter that looks 
like as good a producer as any of her 
sisters. A more complete — story 
appears on another page. 





MACE MAKES MORE GOOD 
RECORDS 


Another 33-lb. record, a 31-lb. 4- 
year-old record, and another 4-year-old 
record of almost 28 lbs. stand to the 
credit of the W. H. Mace herd of 
Cortland, N. Y., as the result of test- 
ing operations conducted during the 
first half of April. The 33-lb. cow is 
Juno Nathalie, formerly a 30-lb. cow 
and a granddaughter of Hengerveld De 
Kol. She produced in 7 days 611.6 lbs. 
milk containing 33.24 lbs. butter, her 
average test for the week being 4.347 
per cent. She is one of the grandest 
individuals in Mr. Mace’s famous herd, 
and in fact is one of those selected by 
the state committee to be sent to the 
National Sale at St. Paul next June. 
She was still on test at the time we got 
our report from Mr. Mace, and he was 
quite positive that she would increase 
her present figures as she was gaining 
then on her milk flow. Her daughter, 
Juno Nathalie Champion, was on test 
at that time and in her first seven 
days had made better than 17 lbs. as 
a 2-year-old. 


The other 31-lb. cow is the former 
20-lb. 2-year-old Duchess Segis 
Champion, who has come back at the 
age of 4 years, 11 months, with 31.61 
lbs. butter from 563.2 lbs. milk, test- 
ing on the average 4.489 per cent. Her 
30-day record is 118.7 lbs. butter from 
2214.8 lbs. milk, with an average test 
of 4.287 per cent. She is a daughter of 
King Segis Korndyke Champion, who 
is getting such a fine list of young 
daughters. He is sired by the 36-lb. 
bull, King Segis Champion, and is 
out of the best record daughter of the 
century sire, Lord Netherland De Kol. 


Mr. Mace also reports a nice record 
on Hill Pine Veeman Meadowmist. 
Freshening at 4 years, 10 months, this 
heifer made a record of 27.84 lbs. but- 
ter from 445.2 lbs. milk, testing at 
about 5 per cent for the week. This 
makes the three of them—two in 
heifer form—that average just under 
31 lbs. each. It also makes ten 30-Ib 
cows in the W. H. Mace herd. 

Juno Nathalie, as we have said, has 
been selected to be one of the wonder- 
ful New York state consignments to 
the National Sale. The other two 
will be included in the W. H. Mace 
dispersal May 17, which will be one of 
the sensational events of the season.

HOLSTEIN-FRIESIAN WORLD 


Wisconsin State Sale Averages $924 


The third annual sale held under the auspices of the Holstein-Friesian 
Breeders Association of Wisconsin at Milwaukee on Tuesday and Wednesday, 
April 20 and 21, set a new high standard for quality, averages and enthusiasm. 
Incidentally it gave the black and whites a new boost in the Badger state the 
wholesome influence will be felt for many years to come. 110 head brought a 
total of $101,610, or an average of $923.80. 

Minnesota, Missouri, Iowa and Illinois breeders vied with those from Wis- 
consin and there was many a pretty contest staged as the good ones were led 
into the ring. As a whole the consignors were pleased. And they had a right to 
be for new high price levels were set and substantial encouragement was given 
to the breeder who had consigned animals that combined rich breeding with 
good individuality and creditable seven-day or yearly work. 

It was distinctly a sale where the “little breeder on the hillside’ came into 
his own. All of the animals that created the big sensations in the sales ring 
came from relatively small herds. 

Sir Ormsby Segis Pontiac Pietertje, the handsome yearling grandson of Sir 
Pietertje Ormsby Mercedes who topped the sale at $6,000 was the product of a 
herd that has scarcely exceeded twenty head and which at the present time 
has only seven milking cows. And yet he represent:; a long line of patient per- 
sistent work on the part of his breeder, Mr. L. A. Wiese, formerly of Algoma, 
but who has recently moved to Winnebago County and bought a farm just 
across the road from the establishment owned by R. J. Schaefer. It is doubtful 
if any small breeder in Wisconsin or any other state for that matter, has done 
any more consistent or more fruitful yearly work than Mr. Wiese. Every mem- 
ber of his herd is put on yearly work. And so it happened that Sir Ormsby Segis 
Pontiac Pietertje, carrying the blood lines that are popular from coast to coast 
and with an individuality that was hard to fault, came down to the third annual 
Wisconsin sale backed up by a long string of yearly records, ten nearest dams 
with an average of 918 pounds of butter that simply made the fellows sit up and 
take notice. The entrance of this bull in the ring was greeted by cheers. The 
bidding was spirited from start to finish. A dozen breeders wanted him about 
half of whom dropped out when the $3,000 line was passed. When the stop was 
made at $6,000, the 1920 sale had been topped and S. B. Simmons of Sullivan, 
Wis., had bought a bull. 

The sale for females was topped by Hazel Pontiac, a 30.02 four-year-old 
consigned by S. M. Randall & Son, of Waupun, whose herd though small is 
one of high quality. Bidders from four states fought for this prize animal which 
was unquestionably the best that was offered in the sale. She was saved for 
Wisconsin by Fred Southcott who took her at an even $5,000 for Hollyhock 
Farms. 

The other sensational offering was Bluebird Pietertje Bess Burke, a yearl- 
ing heifer daughter of Sir Ormsby Pietertje 37th and Pauline Aaggie Grace 
whose 31.50 record was made at 11 years old. This heifer was bred by S. H. Bird 
aa to J. P. Riordan some 3 months ago. She went to Hollyhock Farms at 

,600. 

A superb offering that was put through the sales ring on the first day was 
the consignment of three head from Pabst Stock Farm, Oconomowoc. This 
offering included Pabst Champion Pearl 2d, an 18.05 two-year-old, Pabst Dande- 
lion 25.07 and Pabst Creator Pontiac, a splendid son of Creator out of a 26.30 
three-year-old. The two females went to H. E. Dickinson, a near neighbor of 
Col. Pabst, at $2,000 each. Pabst Creator Pontiac went to a group of enterpris- 
ing breeders at East Troy. They are Swoboda Bros., F. A. Swoboda and Howard 
Peck at $1900. 

While Hazel Pontiac consigned by S. M. Randall & Son, topped the sale for 
females, she had a close competitor in Crescent Beauty Segis Abigail, a 30.55 
four-year-old consigned by Spring Brook Farm Co., Burnett, who reached $4,600, 
going to Hollyhock Farm with Hazel Pontiac and Bluebird Pietertje Burke, the 
sensational Bird heifer. 

Twenty-six head reached or passed $1,000, nine reached $2,000 or more 
and three exceeded $4,000. 

The cattle for the most part were shown in excellent condition though the 
interrupted train service on account of the strike made the problem of trans- 
portation a difficult one. 

President Aitken of the National Association and R. C. Pollock, field man, 
attended the sale on both days. Mr. Aitken spoke briefly at the opening of the 
sale, complimented the breeders on the splendid array of Holsteins that had 
been assembled and reminded his audience that it wasn’t of so much importance 
what one paid for a Holstein cow or bull. The thing that really does matter is 
what you get for your money. Mr. Aitken told his Wisconsin audience that it 
was not necessary to go outside the state to get Holsteins of high quality. They 
are here in abundance. 

The sale was managed by F. H. Everson of Lake Mills with Kelley, Haeger 
and Mack as auctioneers and S T Wood in the box.

may be increased rather quickly to 
the amount she was receiving before 
calving. 


Feeding For Short-Time Records 

The majority of short-time records 
are made in cool weather, approxi- 
mately between the first of October 
and the first of May. There are several 
reasons for this. Farmers are usually 
not so busy with crops during this 
period and more time is spent with 
the cows The most important 
factor however is the cool weather. 
An anima! is able to eat much larger 
amounts of concentrated food during 
cool weather and, therefore, will 
usually make a much higher record. 

In making short-time records it is 
customary to start the cow on test 
just as soon as possible after calving. 
Cows form habits very readily and so 
it is best to start them at the begin- 
ning just as they are to be handled 
during the test. During most short- 
time records cows are milked four 
times daily. It is best to begin this 
practice just as soon after calving as 
it is advisable to begin milking 
regularly. This is even more important 
with the feeding than it is with the 
milking. Experiences has shown that 
it takes most cows nearly a week to 
become adjusted to a change from 
three times a day to four times a day 
for feeding and milking, and as a 
result the cows are placed at a great 
disadvantage. 

Cows on short-time test are fed all 
they will eat. Most feeders give as 
much grain as possible without mak- 
ing the animal sick. It is quite common 
to feed as much as_ twenty-five to 
thirty pounds of grain daily and much 
greater amounts are often fed. It is 
best, however, to proceed very care- 
fully with all amounts in excess of 
twenty pounds each day. Cows that 


are fat from fitting will usually not 


eat so much grain as a cow that is thin 
in flesh. It is best to raise the grain 
ration not more than from one to two 
pounds daily and then wait a day or so 
to observe the results. It is useless to 
increase the amount of grain if the 
animal fails to respond with an in- 
crease in milk or butterfat production. 

Warm days during the testing 
period cause considerable annoyance 
because the cows are not able to eat 
so much and are more likely to go off 
feed. To avoid such trouble one can 
often use a lighter ration instead of 
feeding a smaller amount. The mixture 
used for fitting is a good one for this 
purpose and the cow will generally 
appreciate the change. In practice it 
is often advisable to give the cows a 
little change in the grain mixture for 
one or two feedings, especially if the 
test runs for a couple of weeks or 
longer. 

Grain Mixtures For Testing 


The question of grain mixtures has 
always been much discussed and many 
feeders have been very exact as to the 
amounts of the different grains used. 
There are so many different mixtures 
used by successful feeders and they 
vary so widely that it would appear 
that the exact composition is not so 
important as many people suppose 


HOLSTEIN-FRIESIAN WORLD 


From a study of a number of mixtures 
used by successful men it would seem 
that, if six or seven different grains 
were mixed together in equal _pro- 
portions, the resulting mixture would 
be as good as any. About one-half the 
grain mixture should be derived from 
high-protein foods and the mixture 
should weigh about one pound to the 
quart. The grains most commonly 


found in grain mixtures are wheat 
bran, ground oats, linseed oilmeal 
(old process), cottonseed meal, 


hominy, gluten feed, and dried dis- 
tillers’ grains. Many feeders prefer to 
put salt in the grain mixture. If this 
is not done the cow should be fed 
salt regularly or have it continually 
before her. 

The following mixtures have been 
used with good results: 


Mixture 1 

200 pounds distillers’ dried grains 
200 pounds wheat bran 
100 pounds gluten feed 
100 pounds ground oats 
200 pounds hominy 
100 pounds linseed 

process) 

12 pounds salt 

12 pounds charcoal! 


Mixture 2 


200 pounds distillers’ dried grains 
200 pounds wheat bran 

125 pounds ground oats 

125 pounds gluten feed 

100 pounds cottonseed meal 

80 pounds oilmeal (old process) 
15 pounds salt 


In the future distillers’ dried grains 
are likely to be very scarce and diffi- 
cult to obtain. Such a deficiency 
may be overcome by increasing the 
wheat bran and gluten feed propor- 
tionally. Ground barley may also 
often be used to advantage in place 
of one-half the ground oats. No ration 
or grain mixture can be prescribed 
to meet all cases. It is desirable to 
cater to the likes and dislikes of the 
individual animal. This may call for 
wide departure from formulas 
ordinarily used. 

In order to feed large amounts of 
grain with safety, it is necessary to 
feed roots of some sort. Beets or 
mangels are the roots chosen when- 
ever it is possible to obtain them; the 
large mangels are perhaps as valuable 
as any. Beet pulp is used to supple- 
ment the beets at times, and in case 
beets or mangels cannot be obtained, 
it may be used entirely as a substitute. 
For best results the amount of beets 
fed seems to bear an almost constant 
proportion to the amount of grain. 
The proportion should be about three 
pounds of beets to one pound of grain. 
ff beet pulp is used the proportion 
should be about one-half pound of dry 
beet pulp to one pound of grain. The 
dry beet pulp is moistened with three 
to four times its weight of water. 
Molasses is sometimes used to make 
the beet pulp more palatable. It is 
used in the proportion of about one- 
half pint to eight or ten pounds of 
dry beet pulp. 

One of the most important factors 
in the ration of cows on test is the 
quality of roughage. It is commonly 
thought that poor roughage can be 
made up for by feeding more grain but 
this is not the case. The best results 
can be obtained only when the best 


oilmeal ‘old 
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quality of clover or altalfa hay is fed 
Alfalfa hay is preferable to any other 
Silage is usually fed rather sparingly 
to cows making short-time records 
unless some particular individual has 
a special craving for it. Succulence 
is usually provided for with beets or 
beet pulp and, if very much silage is 
fed, the animals are not able to eat 
nearly as much grain. If silage is 
fed, care should be exercised to feed 
only that which is good and sweet. 


Feeding For Long-Time Records 

in feeding for long-time records the 
methods are much the same as those 
practiced for the short-time records 
except that the cows are not forced 
quite so much, and are usually milked 
and fed not more than three times 
each day and often only twice. As was 
suggested for the short-time records, 
the cows should be fed a liberal 
amount of good grain mixture supple 
mented by good roughage. As in the 
ease of the short-time record it pays 
to respect the likes and dislikes of the 
animal for certain kinds of food. The 
grain mixtures are much the same as 
those already mentioned. 

The question of good roughage can 
not be too strongly emphasized in 
feeding for long-time records. 
Roughage is the most important factor 
in maintaining a large milk flow, 
which can be increased in most cases 
by feeding better and more succulent 
roughage but which cannot be 
materially increased, as a_ rule, by 
increasing the grain ration. This is 
especially true when the cows have 
been milking three or four months 
Because of the scarcity and the cost 
beets are not used extensively in feed- 
ing for long-time records but corn 
silage usually makes up the succulent 
part of the ration and it may be fed 
in rather large quantities with profit. 

In changing from stable-feeding to 
pasture in the spring it is well to 
keep in mind that the grass early in 
the season is not very nourishing, 
especially if the weather is very wet. 
The change should be gradual in any 
case and the cows should still have all 
the hay and silage they will eat for a 
week or more after being turned out 
to pasture. 

As the season advances’ another 
problem confronts the feeder. The 
poor pastures of late July, August and 
September must be supplemented if 
the best results are to be obtained. 
Grain alone is not sufficient but some 
good roughage in the form of corn 
silage, green corn. or oats and peas 
should be used. 

Good water is always such a neces 
sary and often such a neglected re- 
quirement for the dairy cow that it 
seems worth while to mention it 
again. Whether in the pasture or 
stable, good water should be where 
the cow can have an abundant supply 
at all times without expending a great 
amount of energy to obtain it. 

The best results can not be obtained 
without heeding the well-known fact 
that regularity of milking and feed- 
ing is an important factor affecting 
production. Not only should the 
milking and feeding be done regularly 
but the intervals between  milkirgs 
should be as nearly uniform as pos 
sible.

California Holstein Notes

California is to have a_ series of 
Holstein sales during the next two 
months which are expected to keep 
those interested in their industry on 
their toes, for the stock to be offered 
at these sales ranks with the best in 
the state. The auctions scheduled by 
Cc. L. Hughes of the California 
Breeders Sales and Pedigree Company, 
Sacramento, are the logical results of 


‘a rapidly-growing industry and are 


bound to put many more desirable 
men into the business. 

Probably paramount among the com- 
ing events is the W. J. Higdon dis- 
persal sale which will be held at 
Tulare, May 5th. Sales Manager 
Hughes says he wovld not be at all 
surprised if this sale topped the 
average of the Guaranty Sale in 
Sacramento. That this statement is 
not an exaggeration may be judged 
from the fact that Higdon will offer 
six 30-lb. cows, two heifers which he 
originally intended to consign to St. 
Paul, the famous $6500 bull, King 
Korndyke Pontiac 20th, and twenty 
typey daughters of the bull, Prince 
Riverside Walker. 

It is the stated intention of Higdon 
to retain only some of his young stock 
as the nucleus of a new herd. He has 
made a remarkable reccrd of building 
up a strong Holstein herd in a short 
time. The question naturally arises 
as to why Higdon is dispersing at the 
acme of his progress. The reason is 
purely a local one and has to do with 
the rapid expansion of Tulare which 
has so extended its city limits as to 
take in a large portion of the Higdon 
farm. Not desiring to continue paying 
city taxes on purely agricultural land 
because of the heavy expense, Higdon 


has decided to sell his farm and pick 
out another one. Hence the sale. 

On the day succeeding the Higdon 
event the annual Tulare County Hol- 
stein Breeders Consignment sale will 
be held. This, as with the Higdon 
sale, will be under the management of 
Hughes and Ben A. Rhoades of Los 
Angeles will be the auctioneer. 

Holstein breeders of Southern Cali- 
fornia have designated April 27th and 
28th as the date for their annual con- 
signment sale. This will be the 
largest consignment event ever held 
by black, and white cow men south of 
the Tehachapi pass. The stock is 
outstanding in its uniformity and 
general desirability, though no feature 
animals are to be offered.

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HOLSTEINS PREDOMINATE IN 
VALLEY C. T. A. 

The report of the Valley Cow Test- 
ing Association of Washington for the 
month ending March 15, gives some 
very creditable Holstein records, 9 of 
the 10 highest cows of the associa- 
tion for the month being grade Hol- 
steins. The 9 Holsteins all produced 
better than 41 Ibs. butterfat during 
the month and all produced from 1100 
to 1569 lbs. milk. The only cow in the 
first ten that was not a Holstein was 
a cow of mixed breeding who stood in 
ninth place for butterfat production 
and way below all the rest for milk. 

The leader of the association for 
both butter and milk production was 
a 4-year-old grade Holstein owned by 
E. W. Lilly of Menlo with 1569 Ibs. 
milk containing 56.5 lbs. butter. She 
was followed rather closely by a 3- 
year-old grade Holstein owned by John 
Kuttle of Willapa, with 55.4 Ibs. butter- 
fat from 1459 Ibs. milk. 

The grade Holstein herd of Law- 
rence Camenzind of Menlo had the 
highest average in the association, sec- 
ond place going to Joe Gidson of Le- 
bam

WILLIAMS EXPLAINS HIS IDEA 
FURTHER 

Kditor World: 

In your issue of April 3, | noticed 
the article by B. J. Herman, a tester 
from Pennsylvania. Mr. Herman seems 
to be under a wrong impression in 
regard to what I had to say in the ar- 
ticle published by vou relative to offi- 
cial test. 

Mr. Herman seems to be under the 
impression that I would limit a cow 
to 4% test on each and every milking. 
Such was not the idea I had in mind. 
What | did wish to convey was that 
on both short and long time test 
nothing over a 4% average of butter 
fat for the entire test period be 
credited to a cow. In other words, that 
an average of 4% of butterfat for her 
test period was about all that most 
Holstein cows could make’ without 
they had been fitted for an unreason- 
able and expensive length of time. 

I note Mr. Herman agrees with me 
that on either short or long time test, 
the milkings should be limited to not 
over three times in 24 hours. 

Since my article was published, | 
have received numerous letters from 
small breeders all over the country 
commending my position in that ar 
ticle, especially that part of it relat- 
ing to three times a day milkings, and 
if those who have expressed them- 
selves to me are any sample of the 
way the average breeder feels, it is 
not too much to say that 90% of the 
breeders are in favor of limiting the 
milkings to three times a day.

forward to the Smith reduction sale as 
an opportunity to obtain some of the 
blood of Roxie Pauline De Kol Posch 
and Katy Pietertje De Kol 5th. Quite 
a good deal of Roxie blood was pur- 
chased a few years ago by Abbott & 
Clark of Cortland, N. Y., and it will 
be placed on the market in the Abbott 
& Clark dispersal May 14 and 15. 
Breeders will recognize these two sales 
as a real opportunity. 

To summarize the achievements of 
Old Roxie, and her daughters, we 
might say that her two daughters that 
have been tested as 2-year-olds average 
just 18 lbs. butter from 439.8 lbs. milk.

To mention Wisconsin Holsteins is 
to think of Dodge County; to mention 
Dodge County is to think of quality 
Holsteins.

E. P. Fink, of St. Charles, recently 
purchased a fine Holstein bull calf 
from the University of Missouri, for 
$750.00. The calf is by Sir Korndyke 
Hengerveld De Kol, out of Campus 
Josephine Delphi, with a three-year- 
old record of 15,384 pounds of milk and 
464.81 pounds of fat. The dam is by 
Missouri Chief Josephine Lad, whose 
daughters in the University herd all 
have records consistently higher than 
their dams. She is out of Carlotta 
Pontiac with a record of 22,593.5 
pounds of milk and 708.74 pounds of 
fat. The calf is an excellent individ- 
ual and is well backed with fine year- 
ly records.

The Holsteins, although greatly out- 
numbered on yearly test, are fighting 
their way to the top of the Missouri 
Honor Roll for high fat production dur- 
Ing the two days while on test. Betsey 
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Mercedes Ormsby, owned by Glenn G. 
Davis, of Columbia, heads th: Hol- 
steins with a production in two days 
ef 129.5 pounds of milk and 4.672 
pounds of fat. Nancy Bort De Kol 
Paul owned by C. E. Driver, of Cres- 
cent, is a close second with 138.3 
pounds of milk and 4.409 pounds of 
fat. Next fall with a large number 
of breeders intending to begin yearly 
testing, there is going to be an interest- 
ing fight for supremacy among the 
breeds. In March there were ten Hol- 
steins, represented, or one-fifth of the 
total number of Honor Cows. 

“Carrie Mercedes made a record of 
297.0 pounds of milk and 9.944 pounds 
of fat at less than two years of age.” 
A fair record for a senior yearling, but 
the story back of that record is another 
illustration of the value of getting 
started right. H. B. Drouthit, Odessa, 
Missouri, decided that he would go into 
the dairy business on a small scale. 
He went out and purchased two bred 
Holstein heifers soon due to freshen. 
They were pure breds and the owner 
told Mr. Drouthit that he ought to test 
the heifers as they were from good 
stock. The cows freshened and drop- 
ped two nice bull calves—a _ disap- 
pointment to be sure, for heifer calves 
are prizes when herds are in the mak- 
ing. Knowing little about the secrets 
of feeding, the cows did not get the 
best start possible. Then Drouthit 
wrote to the Dairy Department of the 
University of Missouri for information 
on the cost of testing and incidentally 
about feeding the cows. This informa- 
tion was given and a few changes sug- 
gested in the ration. In a week or 
ten days the cows had increased their 
production from 10 to 12 pounds per 
day and the word came “Send a test- 
er.” 

The two cows increased slightly in 
their daily milk production averaging 
over 40 pounds per day as Mamie Jo- 
hanna Mercedes a junior two-year-old, 
produced 281.7 pounds of milk and 9.57 
pounds of fat in seven days. 

As Mr. Drouthit is paralyzed in one 
hand, it was impossible for him to 
milk the cows so the hired man did 
the milking during the day and Mrs. 
Drouthit milked at night. If only more 
of our breeders with no handicaps 
would give their cows a chance to 
show their worth, it would mean rapid 
advancement for the breed and breed- 
er. That’s why I was interested when 
Carrie made 9.94 pounds of fat.

Another state seven-day record was 
almost broken by Lucinda Gerben Se- 
gis Pontiac, a junior four-year-old own- 
ed by T. E. McClure, of Aurora, with a 
production of 477.8 pounds of milk and 
18.02 pounds of fat. This record also 
places her fourth in her class in milk 
production. The state record holder 
is Campus Carlotta Cuba, owned by the 
University of Missouri, with 18.87 
pounds of fat and 475.8 pounds of 
milk, Betsy Butter Maid, a junior four- 
year-old made 13.88 pounds of fat and 
408.2 pounds of milk.

(From The Michigan Farmer) 


Dairy farmers of Livingston county, 
Mich., have found the sale of pure 
bred dairy cattle one of their most 
profitable sources of income during the 
past few years. There are many 
factors entering into the problem of 
making a dairy farm pay and one has 
to study the business from many 
angles before arriving at definite con- 
clusions. 

A survey of more than sixty dairy 
farms in Livingston county indicates 
that pure bred dairy cattle, more 
particularly young cows, have con- 
tributed greater net profits to the 
owners of these farms than the sale 
of milk. Besides it has made it 
possible to regulate the number of 
cows and young stock kept on the 
farms to the amount of labor avail- 
able. The farmer who has pure bred 
cows always has an advantage in this 
respect, inasmuch as he is not com- 
pelled to sacrifice some of his cows at 
beef prices when his supply of home- 
grown feeds or labor fails. 

The reputation which Livingston 
county has gained as a source of pure- 
bred dairy cattle has also made it pos- 
sible for breeders of high-grade cows 
to sell them at from twenty-five to fifty 
dollars per head more than is the case 
in communities where only a few gooa 
grade cows can be had for shipment.

Out of this herd Mr. Schroeder has 
developed a herd of dairy mammoths 
Six of his cows have weighed more 
than a ton. The average of his entire 
herd of mature animals, in show 
shape, is about 1800 pounds. 

Certainly the scales and Babcock 
tester bear Mr. Schroeder out in his 
idea that size means capacity to pro. 
duce. He has bred fifteen cows with a 
record of more than 1000 pounds of 
butter in a year. No other herd in the 
world has done this, it is said, except 
the Morris herd in California, which 
ties it. 

The original herd of thirty cows Mr. 
Schroeder culled to seven, but he really 
owes his remarkable success to the 
sire and to one cow. The bull was a 
big one, weighing about 2400 pounds. 
After Mr. Schroeder bought the bull 
his dam made a world’s record for 
thirty days, producing 145.66 pounds 
of butter. 

The cow that has meant so much to 
this farm, and which is referred to as 
the grea‘est mother of the breed, was 
Spring Brook Bess Burke, a 1900-b. 
animal that produced daughters bigger 
than herself. in the train, while be- 
ing shipped ‘o the Schroeder farm, 
she droppe2 a heifer calf which came 
to weigh 2225 pounds and was adver- 
tised as the biggest dairy cow in the 
world. This daughter sold for $25000. 
It is interesting to note that descend 
ants of Spring Brook Bess Burke which 
have been sold out of the Schroeder 
herd have brought more than a quarter 
of a million dollars.

We have hardly got accustomed to 
discarding the horse-for the tractor in 
our plowing operations on American 
farms when along comes word of a 
new plan in which is used a system of 
electric plowing on a large scale. The 
new method of land cultivation has 

_been introduced in Italy and the early 
reports indicate that the initial re- 
sults were very satisfactory. A triple 
plow was first used, after which the 
operators hitched up a single plow, 
which latter cut the ground to a depth 
of twenty inches. The details of the 
new electric plowing are comparative- 
ly simple. At one end of the field to be 
plowed, the operator establishes a 
powerful electric capstan, or winding 
apparatus, from which base, wire 
cables are strung entirely inclosing 
the field in question. At the two near 
corners these cables pass through pul- 
leys which are securely anchored, 
while at the far corners they are con- 
nected with two movable anchor 
wagons. Between these two a duplex 
plow mounted on wheels is drawn 
backward and forward across the 
field by means of the cable and each 
time a furrow is plowed the anchor 
wagons move up a sufficient distance 
to bring the plow into position for the 
~y operation. When the plow is mov- 
ng forward, the shares facing in that 
oo are lowered and the ones on 
vol _ side are lifted. On coming 
shares that were first used

de =. The plan will probably be 
veloped in this country next.—Sat- 
wrday Evening Post.
